Edward 
Hebert (D-La.) disclosed in a 
congressional probe of de- 
fense lobbying that Aerojet 
employed 66 admirals, gener- 
als and other retired officers, 
of whom 26 gave .identical 
evasive answers dictated by 
Aerojet when asked Whether 
they had lobbied for defense 
contracts. Rep. Hebert never 
did get a real answer on this 
point.
